Report of the Board of Eidueetion 


Lo the Citizens of the town of Hudson: 


Your School Board have the honor to submit their annual 
report for the year ending March 1, 1896. 

During the year, 204 pupils have attended our schools. 

Their progress has been generally satisfactory under teach- 
ers fitted for their work, both by training and experience. 

Your Board feel that in this age, too great economy in pro- 
viding educational facilities for our children is unwise. 

Standing in the position of agents to whom you have for 
the time intrusted your children, we feel the obligation to pro- 
vide for them the best intellectual and moral education attain- 
able, withinour means. 


Hence, at the risk of exciting well intended, but what 
seems to us mistaken criticism, we have, so far as possible, 
paid salaries necessary in this day to secure competent 
teachers. 


The times demand teachers not only ‘*born by Nature, but 
nursed by Art ;” teachers who have adopted the 19th century 
ideas of teaching by principles, and of ignoring generaliza- 
tions until there are in the child’s mind particulars to base 
them upon. 


We believe in teachers who know how to present knowl- 
edge in attractive forms, and who have the gift of showing 
the pupils how rightly to instruct themselves by making their 
own observations in field, lane and forest, by the sea-shore, 
among the shops, and in the business centers with view to 
discovering and assimilating all the information possible ; 
teachers who understand making education a process of self- 
evolution. 
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We believe in pleasureable, and not in painful instruction, 
so that the boys and girls, who enjoy it, will remain students 
in all after life. 

Above-all, we want teachers alive to ‘their obligation of ad- 
equately preparing the young for the duties of life, who can 
discipline without assuming the attitude of an enemy, and in- 
flict just penalties while retaining the children’s love. 


Such teachers command a high price, and they are invalu- 
able. We have sought to obtain such, so far as in our power. 
Surely you, as parents, will appreciate our efforts. realizing 
that no man can have a better legacy to the world than a well 
educated family. 

Your Board deem it a duty to appeal for AaHane houses 
equipped with modern conveniencies, warmed, lighted, ven- 
tilated and.supplied with books of reference, and all the fa- 
cilities of the age. 

In making this recommendation your Board respectfully 
remind you that during the school year your children are in 
the schoolroom several hours each day, and that the town is 
under moral obligation to provide every appointment condu- 
sive to their health and comfort. 


We have been obliged during the last term to carry chil- 
dren from No. 5 school to No. 7; also to send pupils from 
No. 6.to No. 4. This has necessarily affected the average at- 
tendance of all these schools. TRS appears especially 1 in the 
report of No. 7, where by additions from No. 65 the last term 
the number of scholars was nearly doubled. 


Right here we want to say a word concerning the building 
in which No. 6 school is taught. It is wholly insufficient, a 
small old fashioned building with a room 21 by 380 feet. In 
this we have found as many as fifty pupils, with no proper 
means of ventilation. Only by great effort of the teacher has 
this schoolroom been made habitable. 

Your Board strongly advocate a building in this section of 
the town. . 

We believe in farther consolidation of the schools. 
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We would also recommend that a suitable house be built 
somewhere near the center of the town; one which will ac- 
commodate the children in the north and east pait of the 
town, as well as those at the center. The cost for carrying 
the children would be no more than at present, and would al- 
low a primary and a grammar school. 

You have already had the expression of our opinion on the 
advantage of graded schools, divided into departments under 
specially qualified teachers. This system only can success- 
fully meet the wants of our children. 

In closing our report we cannot insist too strongly on the 
importance of parents often visiting the schools in which the 
characters of their children-are forming. While we féel the 
responsibility, and endeavor to place’ the education of our 
young people in thoroughly competent hands, we need the 
intelligent co-operation of their parents. 

This can be had only through the personal acquaintance of 
the parents with the teachers, and their schoolroom methods. 

Your School Board thank you for the uniform courtesy 
which you have shown its members. 

The chairman especially appreciates your kindly considera- 
tion on many occasions. But his labors and responsibilites 
have become such that he earnestly requests the omission of 
his name from among those who will stand as candidates for 
election. 


FINANCIAL. STATEMENT. 


It will naturally and reasonably be asked why with $316 in 
the treasury of the school board at the beginning of the year, 
it should be necessary to over-run the receipts? 

The answer is, as will be seen by comparing this with the 
report of 1895, that the receipts of the past year were $208 
less than the year previous. School No. 7 was lengthened 
two weeks to make up a deficiency of the year before. 
School No. 9 was kept through the whole year, instead of 
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one term as inthe year before. This deficiency and added 
expenses more than equal the balance from the previous year. 

The Board have thought best to fill out the usual school 
year of thirty weeks, though by a few dollars over-running 
the receipts. We are happy to say that every school has 
kept the full year without loss of a day. We recommend the 
raising of $400 special school tax, and $100 for school house 


repairs.
